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Pacifica  Foundation,  which  owns  and  operates  KPFA,  has  been  re- 
organized, and  fourteen  excellent  new  members  have  been  elected. 

The  new  Committee  of  Directors  is  comprised  of  Frank  N.  Freeman, 
Chairman;  Lewis  Hill,  President;  Robert  Schutz,  Vice-President;  Karl 
Zapf,  Treasurer;  Felix  Greene,  Charles  Prael  and  Harold  Winkler.  Ger- 
trude Chiarito  is  the  Secretary. 

The  station  has  received  the  remainder  of  the  third  year  grant  from 
the  Fund  for  Adult  Education,  a  total  of  $13,850.  Your  subscriptions, 
figured  to  increase  at  a  conservative  rate,  plus  this  subsidy,  will  keep  KPFA 
on  the  air  for  the  remainder  of  this  year. 

There  is  hope  that  a  deficit  of  $10,000  in  the  first  three  months  of  next 
year  can  be  covered  by  capital  contributions,  to  give  time  for  the  initiation 
of  special  projects  designed  to  be  supported  by  foundations  and  indivi- 
duals. These  projects  when  supported  will  not  only  help  meet  the  antici- 
pated deficit  of  $33,000  for  1955,  but  will  extend  KPFAs'  services  in  many 
ways  to  its  subscribers. 

The  deficit  is  figured  on  the  basis  of  no  increase  in  salaries  at  KPFA— 
the  top  salary  being  $84  a  week.  The  budget  envisions  a  slightly  more 
adequate  staff,  which  will  improve  the  program  quality  and  to  some  extent 
relieve  the  present  staff  of  a  killing  burden  of  work.

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The  1955  budget  is  based  on  an  increase  in  total  subscriptions  to  4500  by 
the  end  of  1955.  There  are  now  3300.  It  is  expected  that  lost  ground  will  be  re- 
gained, and  subscriptions  will  reach  3500  by  the  end  of  this  year.  The  gain  of 
1000  subscriptions  is  in  line  with  gains  of  1000  per  year  in  1951-2,  and  1952-3. 
The  goal  requires,  with  KPFA's  excellent  renewal  rate  of  70%,  2050  new  sub- 
scriptions in  1955.

There  is  an  intention  to  make  the  Folio  an  80-page  monthly  journal  of  litera- 
ture and  opinion,  with  advertising  accepted  to  meet  the  publishing  costs.  This 
would  remove  $400  per  month  from  the  operating  budget.  The  Folio  will  pub- 
lish some  of  the  better  programs  you  hear  on  the  air,  as  well  as  entirely  new  ma- 
terial for  later  broadcast.  It  will  have  a  small  national  circulation  outside  the 
signal  area. 

With  this  Folio,  KPFA  announces  the  addition  of  two  full  broadcast  days 
to  the  present  schedule.  Beginning  Saturday,  November  20,  you  can  hear  KPFA 
all  day  Saturday  and  Sunday. 

After  five  years  on  the  air,  KPFA  is  well  down  the  road  toward  permanence 
and  new  dimensions  of  service.  All  these  exciting  new  developments  rest  on  the 
bedrock  of  subscriptions  and  their  accelerating  growth.  How  fast  the  rest  of 
the  distance  is  covered  depends  upon  you,  the  subscriber,  and  KPFA's  com- 
munity of  listeners  paying— and  paving  the  way.
